-of Public Lands, to which office he was 
promoted in the year 1901. 


When Boyd appeared for sentence, 


tesldfes S. F. Chilltagworth, who de- 
leaded, him on trial, ..former Judge A. S. 
Humphreys attended. him' as counsel, 
Mr. Chillingworth. on defendant's being 


'""asked to stand up for sentence, made 


tbe motion for a new trial of which he 
bad given notice. The motion being 
promptly denied, Mr. Humphreys pre- 
sented a motion in arrest of judgment. 
This also was denied and the ^ court 
asked 'the defendant the usual question, 
if he had anything to say why sentence 
should not be pronounced upon him. 


Mr. Chillingworth first spoke for 


Boyd,: referring to his wife and family 
and pleading for leniency on the score 
of the first offense in an otherwise 
honorable career. 


Mr. Humphreys followed, speaking of 


Siuman frailties in general'and Hawal- 
Jan in particular owing- to former free 
and :easy customs ol the race. He re- 
ferred to Boyd's visit to Washington 
•with the incentives to spending money 
thert, making thai incident out *"* *&*' 
cause of his''putting his hand in the 
public till. Mr. Humphreys also spoke 
•at the wife and children. 


Attorney General Andrews remarked 
oa the disagreeable task it had been to: 
him '.to -prosecute' Boyd, whom he had 
long known and been on friendly terms 
-with. vThe temptations of Washington

Boyd's downfall, for the defalcations In 
this :Case^ were committed 
before he 


went to Washington. Boyd, moreover,

ought to be repealed, but while it re- 
mains on'the statute book it should be 
respected. 
Before the 
permissible 


clause for non-citizen labor is availed 
of by contractors, they should make It 
clear that reasonable wages have been 
offered to citizens and by them been 
refused or ignored. With regard to 
Wilson & Duggan's contract the Aa- 
vertlser a few days ago. admitted -a 
doubt on the merits of the dispute, 
but proposed a test whereby it-might 
be settled which, so far as learned, 
has not been adopted. This -was for 
the contractors to make an application, 
stating ,the wages they would pay,, to 
the Trades and Labor Council for the 
number of citizen laborers required.

TE ten you, I've had three whopping 
crops, and I've got off that formerly 
•worthless field five times more than I've 
Been getting off my best land, and I've 
got some pretty good land, too." 


•We have grown accustomed to the 


idea of being vaccinated. Some of our 
most dread diseases have been van- 
quished or checked by inoculation,— 
smallpox, diphtheria, rabies, and, we 
feope, the plague,—but to cure sterile 
ground and make it bring forth fruit in 
abundance by inoculation Is something 
so strange and revolutionary that we 
should not believe the statement were 
It not for convincing and Irrefutable 
fects. 
Before explaining the discovery and 


manner of this extraordinary process of 
agricultural science, it might be well 
to review a few well-known facts In the 
life oif plants. 
One of the most important elements 


ef the food of a plant Is nitrogen, which- 
It absorbs from the soil mainly through 
iits roots; successive crops of grain soon 
•rain" the soil of Its plant-food, and In 
process of time make the richest land 
poor, and worthless, 
A good fanner partly balances the 


.«ra3n on his soil by using plentiful 
tiuantities of manure and fertilizer, and 
tons puts back much of the nitrogen 
which his crops remove. 


"We send to Chile, thousands of miles 


sway, for help, and at much expense 
import from her thousands of tons of 


• costly nitrate, though we have all -about 


us—In the air we breathe—exhaustless 
stores of fertilizer. Free nitrogen forms 
seven tenths of the atmosphere. If we* 
•ouid tap and use this sea of nitrogen, 
we could fertilize the whole earth and 
keep it rich; but it has been of no use 
to us hitherto because we have had no 
means of capturing It and of putting It 
iito the ground. Its simplicity has baf- 
. fled us. Like the plenty that tormented 
Tantalus, it has ever eluded our grasp. 


.-< We are taking the nitrogen from the 


son so much faster than we can put 
rt.back that some persons have predict- 
ed a "nitrogen famine" at no distant 
«tay, and have luridly described the hor- 
rors that will fall upon us when the 
•oil becomes so poverty stricken that 
•nr crops of wheat and grain and rice 
win fall to feed the nations. While this 
•view Is of course partly Imaginative, 
and exaggerates the nearness of the 
danger, the fact remains that many 
areas in England and Europe and the 
eastern United States, formerly fertile, 
are now unproductive because the ni- 
trogen In the soil has been exhausted. 


But now man has captured a tiny 


germ Invisible to the naked eye, which 
can take from the boundless store of 
nitrogen he has coveted, and put It into 
the earth for him. 


Ever since the time of Pliny, farmers 


Save noticed that after a crop of peas, 
alfalfa, or any of the leguminous plants, 
a heavier yield of wheat can be obtain- 
ed; thus has arisen the old profitable 
TUle of rotation of crops. 


But the reason certain plants enrich 


tee ground while others exhaust It re- 
mained a mystery until an inquiring 
{Jerman discovered some years ago that 
.peas, beans, etc.. obtained their nitro- 
gen food not from the nitrate's in the 
•oil, but from the free supply In the 
Sjlr. He also discovered that these 
plants absorbed much more nitrogen 
than they could use and left the surplus 
Jh the Boll. That Is. beano, peas, alfal- 
fa, clover, put back Into the mother 
earth what corn and wheat and groins 
remove.

For want of a'better term, we will 


call the germs nitrogen-fixing bacteria. 


Careful examination: -pf v 
:the earth 


showed that all soil ..where: legumes 
grow contain these nitrogen-fixing bac- 
teria in greater or less quantities; that 
these organisms settle on the plants 
and form the colonies or tubercles on 
the roots. If the soil contains none 
of these organisms to settle on the 
roots, the legumes will not grow at 
all. Bach tubercle acts as a feeder to 
the plant. The more numerous and 
larger tubercles, the more prosperous Is 
the plant. One might thus define a tu- 
bercle af a little factory where millions 
of tireless, infinitesimal 
workers* are 


separating the nitrogen in the air and 
converting It into'plant-food. A cele- 
brated German; Professor Nobbe of 
Tb'.-andt, realized that If he could put 
Into barren .ground some of these or- 
ganisms, or if he could artificially pre- 
sent the seed3 with power to develop:

A few persons, to be sure,, 
obtained wonderful results, but the vast 
majority of cases were complete fail- 
ures. The bacteria burned themselves

climate. It must be clearly understood, 
however, that our leguminous plants- 
beans, 'clover, alfalfa, 
peas, lupin, 


vetch, etc.—are directly benefited by 
the nitrogen-fixing bacteria. Where 
the soil is rich in nitrates, the crop 
is not appreciably increased by the use 
of the inoculating bacteria; but where 
th* soil IS poor, the harvest is increased 
many times. 


There Is not a section of the United 


States which will not profit by Dr. 
Moore's discovery. Nearly'every State 
has Its wornout farming-land, bringing 
despair to the'economist who laments 
our careless handling of the fields and 
who wonders how the country will sup- 
port the hundreds of millions soon to 
be ours.

Under these circumstances, business in Javas for arrival has 
been restricted to such offerings as could be obtained on basis of 4%c., duty paid 
for cjtrdegree test, while sellers at the current spot quotations of 4,5-i6c. have to 
wait a market, which will come later on.

Finds Conditions 


Promising, 


Director Jared G. Smith of the Fed- 


eral Experiment Station returned In the 
•Onau from a special visit to Hawaii, 
of which He gave the following particu- 
ars to an Advertiser reporter: 


"I went over to visit the tobacco- 


growing experiment In Hamakua. The 
crop is in very good shape, both as to 
growth and quality. 
I was greatly 


ileased with the looks of it. 


'I think there Is quite a stretch of 


country along the Hamakua coast 
which will grow good tobacco and this 
a also the case with a considerable 
stretch of land In Kona. 


The Hamakua land on which the ex- 


periment is .being made is leased In the 
name, of the Secretary of Agriculture. 
It contains two and a half acres. The 
money for the experiment Is partly con- 
tributed by the Territory, coming out of 
the appropriation for the aid of the TJ. 
S. Experiment Station. 


"It looks very much to me as If the 


experiment Is going to be a success. 
We will at all events carry on the 
work for another year or two. Thus 
far we have learned a good deal, mas- 
tering many points that will be very 
valuable In next year's operations. 


"The tobacco has been free from In- 


sect work. In fact the only serious dis- 
ease that has developed this year has 
been the clubroot, caused by a para- 
site worm In the root This Is always 
worse on new land. Cultivation is the 
remedy for such parasites as cause 
clubroot. I have found that a good 
many native weeds In the adjacent for- 
est of Hamakua are troubled with the 
same malady. It is nothing so serious 
that It cannot be successfully combated, 


"We hav» about an acre of tobacco 


under cloth, the cloth especially pre- 
pared tor the purpose. I think that 
artificial abade rn that part of the ls-( 
lands Is not necessary, a* we have got 
about as good tobacco outside as under 
tb* tent. Probably some ahelter would 
b* nee«MaiT, but a certain proportion 
of tree shade ought to be sufficient. 


"The crop has been barn-cured but 


not fermented yet. We shaB begin fer- 
menting in bulk next week. This will 
take about six week*. We cannot train 
then t*-ll tbe smoking or burning qnall-

Taking it all through, 
however, the cane is in very good con- 
dition, and the outlook for nert year 
very favorable. 


"Coffee is a good crop this year. The 


trees are well loaded now with the half- 
grown cherry.
